A T tiie time of the foundation of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects there existed in Lincoln’s inn 
Fields the ArcbitecIrani Society, the prima ry objeete 
— (| f which were the advancement and diffusion of 
architectural knowledge, and its ultimate intent to form 
a British School, with Library, Museum, Professorships, 
and periodical exhibitions, the want of which was then 
beginning to Iw greatly felt by students. Instituted m 
1*81, the Architectural Society had for its governing body 
in 183-1 -tie TVittkm Barnard Clarke as president, rhomas 
Henry Wyatt as one of the Yice-Pmndente. George Muir 
as Hon. Secret hit, with Benjamin Ferrey among the 
ordinary members. In 1834 it became evident to n few 
architects of established reputation that the pmfes^o,, re¬ 
quired a more influential representative institution than 
that which already existed.

Vice-Presidents, Messrs. Donaldson and Goldicntt ua Hon. 
Secretaries, and Messrs. Barry (afterwards Sir Charles i” 
Bascvi, Decimus Burton, Fowler, Philip Hardwick, Kendall’ 
J. B. Papworth, and Rhodes, met for the first time on the 
10th December at the Thatched House Tavern. A few weeks 
afterwards the Earl de Grey was elected President. The 
junction of the Architectural Sociotv with the Institute was 
effected m 1842. 


The Opening General Nming of the now Institute was 
lield cm Monday ISth June 1835, with th* President, Earl 
de Grey, m Hie ibiiir. His Address, together with an 
Address after ward 3 delivered by Professor Ocmnldson, will 
™ among the Transactions of the Institute, At this 
mating Sir John Scmne t Professrar of Architecture at the 
Royal Academy, expressed by letter hjg sympathy with the 
newly established body* and gave a donation of ±750 for 
such purposes as might appear most conducive to Its 
advantage, 

The Roya! Charter was granted by King William IY on 
the Uth January 1837. On the 6th August of the same 
year, Queen Victoria became Patron, and was subsequently 
associated w]th the Prince Consort, who at all timM maui* 
fested his concern for the well-being of the Institute on

M ales bad been joint Patron since 1863, on bis Accession in 
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January 1901 graciously intimated his pleasure to continue 
his patronage and also the presentation of the Annual 
Gold Medal for Architecture instituted by Queen Victoria. 

In 1887, in order to bring the powers of the Institute 
more into lino with the work it aspired to accomplish, and 
to render the fact of membership to a certain extent 
a test of proficiency, the Supplemental Charter of the 
50th Victoria* conferring among other privileges power to 
hold examinations and issue certificates or diplomas, was 
granted, the document receiving the Boyal Sign Mimual on 
the Sfith March 1887, 


THE COUNCIL DUKtEB CLUB.

66. This Council shall, subject to the terms and condi 
turns of any deed of gift or trust, define the programmes 
and conditions of competition for such Prizes, Medals, 
Exhibitions, Studentships or Scholarships, us have been or 
may from time to time be established by the Royal Insti¬ 
tute, or which have been or may hereafter be founded by 
private munificence and held in trust by the Royal Insti¬ 
tute; and shall by a deed or writing under the Common 
Seal, award the same, and shall announce such awards at 
the next General Meeting after the adjudication. 

67. The Silver Medal of the Royal Institute for the best 
Essay on some specific subject relating to professional study 
or practice, and the Silver Medal of the RoyaUfnstitute for 
the liest Illustrations drawn from actual -measurement of 
any Important building in the United Kingdom or abroad, 
shall be offered annually, and shall, subject to such re¬ 
strictions as may from time to time bo determined, !>e open 
to all British subjects; and the said Medals may bo accom¬ 
panied by a sum or sums of money, in each case to be 
fixed by Regulations made by the Council, 

68. The Hoana Medallion for the best Architectural 
Design for some specific subject, with a sum of money for

77. Any Non-Metropolitan Architectural Society* in the 
United Kingdom, in India, nr in any Colony or Dependency 
of the United Kingdom, consisting in whole or in part of 
professional members, may, subject to such regulations, 
limitations, and restrictions, as may from time to time be 
prescribed by Resolution of the Laval Institute, be allied 
with the Loyal Institute. 

78. The constitutional rules or by-laws of Allied Societies 
shall be subject to the approval of Hie Council, and no addi¬ 
tion thereto, or variation thereof, shall be made without 
previous notice to and approval by the Council. 

The lii iy.it Institute shall not be responsible for any 
nets, expenses, or other liabilities which may be done or 
incurred by any Allied Society.

The Board was wnstitused b May 1904, mi i was empowered 
to draw up a scheme o£ architectural education, and to afeetiate 
with recognised institutions of (irefaifcctuml tmbiuif throiudjout 
the country regarding the adoption of the scbnjuc, 

Iho following is the scheme drawn qp by the Board and 
approved hy the Council of the R.Ul.A. 

In regard to preliminary education ft is recommended that 
satisfactory OTiduiu of general education, and of some canacitv 
lQ drawing, should be produced by intending students. 

, to tbe tJu rotionnf the course: rt is recommended 
that the total course should occupy at least four yean -two Ieaj5 * 
preliminary work m the schools, followed Ly two years L on 
architect s office, either as pupil, improver,or assistant: that the 
training in the schools should continue during the term in an 
architects office, and that the student's training should be fcc-nt 
under supervision by the Board or its delegates duriii» the 
whole term ; that certificates be granted to students at the end 
of the course in consideration qf their satisfactory progress and 
capacity, as proved by tlieir work in the schools attested by their 
teachers, ana by a study embodytog some udiilMtnnl project 
Uy include working drawings and specifications, uad nho an 
analytical account of the natone and intention of djo archi- 
tectnral project This study should be analogous to the thesis 
submitted for degrees m certain university courses. The eotn- 
pkie study to be submitted to the Board of Architectural Educe- 
tion or to delegated appointed by fibs Board. 

It is further suggested that the certificate should he endorsed 
by Lhe architect m whose office the student has served his time.

It momentary fna,them*tks and applied 
science should therefore be indaded, but it it recommended that 
the course in these subjects be limited to the minimum indispen¬ 
sable for practical purposes* 

Prawing s as the vehicle of architectural espre&sIoD, should bo 
dealt with in the prdinuMry coorsp, to mclndc geonietricalj. 
freehand, perspective> and graphic methoil^ of working out 
problems, It is recomnxtndiid that the aim of the d raffing 
taLight in the architectuml school should In? to enable the 
student to put his ideas on paper freely and accurately, but with- 
out regard to technically accompUdbed draughtsmanship* 

Centrally the object of the course should be to familiarise the 
student with the toola and mi^t^Halsof his calling, to concentrate 
Ilia atteotion not so much upon paperwork ns on the actual fact* 
of the problems w hich he will have to encounter in practice. 
The student should, however, be taught that it U the architect^ 
province loses that his construction is not only scientifically

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Training ra the workshop or laboratory is considered to 
be essential. It ia recommended that this should be simul¬ 
taneous with the course in the schools, and should take tlia 
elmpe of demonstration in the actual materials so far as pos- 
sible, and, where the dimensions render this impracticable of 
demonstration in model materials to scale. The establishment 
of a centra] laboratory or practical school ia also recommended 
(hr the purpose of esperimental work in methods of building 
irainmg m the workshop should bo supplemented i,y visits to 
buildings w course of construction under competent guidance. 


THE SYLLABUS. 


In preparing the syllabus the Board has not attempted to 
draw np a minutely detailed curriculum. It has confined itself 
to a statement of the broad lines of the scheme. 

The proposed syllabus would be carried through in an intro¬ 
ductory-course of two yean, followed by a doom of more 
advanced sLudics developing the lines laid down in tbr* intro¬ 
ductory course. The introductory course would deal with 
elementary instruction in the following subjects:_ 

I. Bui]ding materials, the nature fund properties of sand 
lime and cement; the composition of mortar and concrete and

ffd fireplace (illustrated by models,; a«hes, she operation of 
thriiit m arches and methods of counteracting it, buttresses and 
counterweight, varieties of simple masonry, composite construc¬ 
tion of brick and stone, plain carpentry, tloors, partitions, roofs 
and their coverings, ample joinery, plastering, pWbing. paint- 
mg, and glazing. 1

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The advanced course would follow oil the completion of tire 
two years' introductory course, and would be takto daring the 
term of training in m architect's office. The studies would be 
in continuation of those undertaken in the inJrcHluctory course, 
but the student's BitEcntion should now fee drawn to more complex 
problems? of construction and design. The following subjects we 

recommended for the advanced courso: - 

l \—The further study ol materia!*?, including iron and steel, 
their properties and application, strength, weighs and preserva¬ 
tion* The further study of construction to include foundations 
In bad ground, retaining walls, inverted arches, subsoil drainage, 
drains and sewers, brickwork and masonry of all kinds, ekew- 
ikrebes, stone stair!?, and their setting out, vaults and domes. 
Fire-residing construction, shoring and underpinning, and 
methods of dealing with dangerous structures, centring, concrete 
construction, including concrete domes aud vaulting, methods of 
forming built-up girders and stanchions in steel and iron, trussed 
steel and iron construction methods of constructing wooden 
spires, domes, cupolas and lanterns, advanced joinery of staircases 
and the like; internal plumbing, hot and cold water supply, 
hen Ling and ventilation sanitary plumbing, and methods of

U\*—\(a) Designs to specified programmes, e *j* cottages, form 
buildings, houses of a given cost, schools, churches, hospitals,

It is recommended that designs in class (a\ .should be carried 
through as complete schemes to scale with detail 6 ?, specifications, 
and report. 

The students nfcteiadun should bo particularly directed to the 
study of scale and proportion, the critical selection of methods, 
and the spacing and disposition of buildings aud parts of build¬ 
ings, rather than to the elaboration of details of ornament 

Ul \—More advanced studies in the history of architecture* 
It is recommended that these should deal with such subjects as 
the development of specific schools of building, the analysis of 
various uses of materials and methods of construction as 
exemplified in historical buildings, the critical study of proportion 
and composition. The student should be trained in the prepara¬ 
tion of short written studies as racOTimimded above. 

IV*.—Architectural drawing of a more advanced loud. Where 
facilities exist for drawing from the antique and the life it is 
recommended that the student should avail himself of the 
instruction given under fully competent teachers* Such studies 
should not interfere with the time allotted to the subjects already 
enumerated. 
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—It is recommended that students should receive such 
training in modelling as will enable them to block uni the general 
mass* out line, and proportion of buildings,, and to indicate to 
workmen the general character and weight of ornamentation 
without going into elaborate finish in detail, 

Sueh subjects a£ professional practice Mid building legislation 
are more conveniently studied in an architect's office, and the 
coarse given in the schools should ho limited to a thorough 
training in the groundwork of architecture* 

In potting forward the above syllabus the Board desires to point 
out that its object is to lay a sound foundation: on which the 
nmlent can continue hk training in later veara. The Board 
cannot contemplate the complete equipment, "of an architect as 
posable in a four years' coarse, I to object h to start the student 
on those lines of study which will best enable him later to 
atl iiu Lo proficiency in the art and practice oE arthiteclpre.

Municipal School of Art.—An Architectural Camculura, 
approved by the Museum and School of Art Committee and 
by the Birmingham Association, is in operation as below.

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by lectures, practical wort in the field, and plotting work 
m the drawing-office. There is a two years’ course in 
Engineering Drawing, recommended to students proposing 
to become architects or surveyors ; and courses of lectures 
on Sanitary Engineering and Building Construction. 

Heriot-TCitt College, Edinburgh. — The College li ll8 
evening classes in Architecture and Building Construction 
{Lecturer, Mr. James Jordan, architect, assisted hv a com¬ 
petent staff). 11 mss classes have been co-ordinated with 
the Technical Courses provided in tbe Evening Continua¬

The College 1ms also classes in Masonry and Brickwork, 
numbers' Work, Carpentry and Joinery, Quantity Survey¬ 
ing, Graphic Statics, Strength of Materials. Sanitary Science, 
Hygiene, Municipal Engineering, and Mechanics of Struc¬ 
tures, and is provided with well-equipped mechanical and 
engineering laltora lories, and iron and wood workshops. 

Edinburgb School of Ait, Royal Institution.— The complete 

curriculum of the Architectural Section of this School of 
Art extends over live years, and the basis of the teaching 
is an education in common in the study of Classic 
Renaissance and Medieval Arts, Colour, Decoration, 
Modelling, Figure Drawing, Perspective and Sojbgrwphy, 
and their application. With n view to enabling students 
to pas.T the i xiuuinatious of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, a course of al)OUt twenty lectures on Archi¬ 
tecture will be delivered in the school during the winter 
months. Money awards arc made to students who merit 
encouragement, the money to he spent in visiting and 
making studies of work iii Scotland illustrating the Art 
the student follows.

In May 1907 the membership of the Institute was eon- 
sidorahly altered. Under an arrangement the late mem¬ 
bers of the Glasgow Architect oral Association, which hail 
been dissolved, were admitted to the Institute as Associate 
Members and Lay Members. The Institute now consists 
of five classes—-yiz.; Feltmct —who must be architects in 
practice and at least twenty-four years of age, and have 
been at least six years as pupils or assistants in architec¬ 
tural offices recognised as such by the Council, or must 
lie engaged in promoting the study of architecture, and 
in consideration thereof recommended by the Council; or 
Fellows of the TLI.B.A, Honorary Members —persons who 
are distinguished for their attainments, or who have been 
or are likely to be useful to the Institute and recommended 
by the Council. A s taciate Members — ^who must hive been 
at least three years as pupils in an architectural office 
recognised as tuck by the Council, or who have had 
such other training as the Council shall recognise ne 
equivalent. Student Members —persons who are engaged 
in the study of architecture ; Student Members have 
the privilege of using the Booms and Library of the 
Institute and attending the meetings of the Associate 
Members, but have no vote; they are expected to 
quaJify for the Examinations of the B.LB.A., and must 
apply for admission as Associate Members before they 
have continued Student Members for five years. Lay 
Members are elected by a Ballot Committee, con sis ling 
of five Fellows, five Associate Members, and the President 
of the Institute. Lay Members are entitled to attend and 
vote at all meetings of the Associate Members, hut have 
a restricted voting power m the election of the Associate 
Members* Committee and in the election of three repre¬ 
sentatives to the Council. The Council of the Institute 
manages the whole affairs of the Institute, and is com- 
posed of not more than twenty nor less than ten Fellows, 
and in addition three Associate Members or Fellows, 
elected by the Associate Members. The separate affairs of 
the Associate Members are managed, subject to the 
approval of the Council, by a Committee elected by them, 
consisting of seven Associate Members or Fellows, the 
Associate Members being in the majority, and three Lay 
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Members, if elected. The Council are the Trustees for 
the Alexander Thomson Memorial Studentship, which is 
of the value of £60 (with conditionally a second prize of 
±,20) and is awarded triennially for the furtherance of the 
study of andent classic architecture as practised prior to 
the commencement of the third century of the Christian 
era, with special reference to the principles illustrated in 
the works of the late Alexander Thomson: the pro¬ 
gramme for the next competition, the drawings for which 
require to be lodged with ib t Secretary of the Institute on 
December 28, 190& t bus now been issued. The dates of 
ordinary meetings are periodically fixed by the Institute, 
and Extraordinary General Meetings of tbe Institute may 
be convened on the requisition of ten Fellows or A>&o^ate 
Members and Fellows, The Annual General Meeting of 
the Institute is held on tbe first Wednesday in March*

The Royal Institute of the Architects of Ireland was 
founded in 1839. The objects of the Institute arc—(1) The 
general advancement of Architecture; (2) The maintenance 
of the interests, statu*, and uniformity ot practice of the 
profession; and (3) The maintenance %f communication 
and friendly relations with other bodies associated for 
similar purposes. The Institute consists of four classes of 
members—viz. Fellows and Ordinary Members, and 
Honorary Fellows and Honorary and Corresponding 
Members. Fellows must be architects of good repu te, bem^ 
Members of the Royal Institute of the Architects of Ireland, 
and engaged in the practice of architecture for at least seven 
years; they must be elected to the rank of Fellows by 
general vote of the Members on the recommendation of the 
Council. Members must be architects of good repute who 
have attained the age of twenty-three years, and (a) who 
have been engaged for at least seven years in practice as 
principals; or (i) seven years in the study of Architecture 
with a view to practice, including apprenticealup of not less 
than three years to a Member of the Institute, or of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, or of the Societies 
fdlied to it; or (r) who shall have passed the Associate 
Examination of the R.LB.A, for the time being; Honorary 
Members; and Honorary Corresponding Members- persona 
eminent for their works or scientific acquirements, not being 
British architects.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN LEEDS. 

School of ArcIiilectTife Lq cwmeatiqui with the Leeds and 
Yorkshire Architectural Sooiely.— 1 Tho clasps are conflicted 
by arrangeinent with the University of Leeds ami the 
Leeds Institute at their respective institutions, A curri¬ 
culum has been arranged to cover nearly the whole of ihe 
subjects required for the Institute Prelknluarj, Inter* 
modiste, and Final Elamination^ as follows :—

In addition to the above courses the University of Leeds 
gives instruct ion in iu at hem* tics, mechanics, civil enjd- 
netting, ssmtarj law, drainage and engineering problems, 
and the Leeds Institute in drawing, painting, designing, 
modelling, and carving. The Society arranges visits of 
inspection to old and new buildings periodically during the 
snmuter months, and a course of evening lectures is given 
during the whiter session. 

The Society's library, comprising 581 volumes, iB located 
at the reference department of the Leeds Central Public 
Library, and members of the- Society can obtain the loan of 
books on production of ccrliiicaUs of memliershjp. 

The following prizes arc offered annually bv the Leeds 
and Yorkshire Society: tho Society's Silver'Medal and 
Five Guineas (given by the President) for measured 
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drawings of old wort; Three Guineas for drawings illus¬ 
trating construction; Three Guineas for sketches of old 
work; Three Guineas for original design for a building. 
Two Guineas second prize; Two Guineas for an assay; 
One Guinea for best dasswork at the Leeds Institute, 
Hnll-a-guinea second prize. 

University of Leeds. -Students desirous of qualifying 
for the Assod&teshlp 1LLBJL may have a special course 
arranged by consul in tion with the Art Lecturer and the 
Professor of Engineering at the University, such course to 
include facilities for executing the Testimonies of Study, 
and preparing for the required examinations in both the 
Art and Science Sections of the programme. Bay instruct 
lion is given in freehand drawing* sketching from natural 
objects, general art study* and design for the decorative 
arts ; abo in mathematics, mechanics, and civil engineer¬ 
ing* with tec tores on mate rials and building construction. 
There is a course of evening lectures on geology applied lo 
sanitary and civil engineering* 

The Leeds School of Art.—Thu work of the School Ls now 
controlled by the Education Committee of the City Council, 
and the Department of Architecture has recently been 
reorganised, Mr, G* L Coombs, AJLC.A. Lend., being 
appointed Head of the Department. Day classes have 
been formed for students who are prepared to give their 
full time to the course of study provided, and also for 
those w ho wish to divide their time about equally bet ween 
the practical work of the office and study at the School, 
The course of study is arranged on a broad basis, and 
specml opportunities are given for the study of Archi¬ 
tectural Design as well as for study of the History of 
Architecture. Classes are held for preparing For the 
Preliminary, Intermediate, and Final Examinations of 
the ILI B-A, and these classes meet with the approval 
and support of the Leeds and Yorkshire Architectural 
Society, Lectures are given on Tuesday evenings on 
Medifeval Architecture, with the Benaksante In England; 
and in alternate years Greek and Homan Architecture 
with the Benaissance in Italy, will be the subject. At the 
classes In Architectural Design the subjects eet are dene 
rapidly in class and completed at home more at leisure* 
being afterwards criticised by visitors nominated Lv the 
Leeds and Yorkshire Architectural Society, Yirits to 
buildings of note m the district and sketching arc aho 
Included in the course. 
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The subjects of Building Construction and Quantity 
Surveying, together with Practical Mathematics, Geometry, 
and Mechanics, arc Included in the Evening Courses of 
the Department of Building in the Central Technical 
School adjoining. The Head of tbe Department, Mr. James 
Neill, F.8A, is chief lecturer in Building Construction. 
Lectures in thru subject, including Steel and Concrete Con¬ 
struction, are given on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday 
evenings. Instruction in Quantity Surveying ia given by 
Hr. Joseph Priestley on Tuesday ami Wednesday evenings 
to advanced and elementary classes reflectively. In May, 
June, and July a Course of Land Surveying and Levelling, 
with Field-work, is conducted by Mr, Neill. An evening 
course in Civil and Municipal Engineering has i*een 
inaugurated for Session 1907-B. The chief lecturer is Mr, 
T. P-Frank, A.M.tust.CJE., Deputy Borough Engineer, 
<tf Dewsbury. 

Fees; Building Construction, 10#, per session; Archi¬ 
tecture, Jfl,2 12#. full-time, i'li 6#, half-time ; !)*• toils and 
Omanumt, -15*.; Quantity Surveying, 10*. per session; 
Land Surveying, 12 1 . fid. for the summer course. 

City of Bradford School or Art: Special Classes for 
Architecture. The day class ia a combined one, and is 
carried on In conjunction w ith the Engineering Department 
of the Technical College, The subjects include freehand 
drawing, light and shade, sketching, measurement drawing, 
drawing of architectural details, architectural design ; and 
surveying, building construction, materials, sanitation, 
chemistry, mathematics, mechanics. The course is a three- 
years* one, and the fee is 4IS per annum. The evening 
classes consist of lectures on architectural design, dealing 
with subjects in a practical manner by means of demon¬ 
strations where the various points of style and construction 
are explained. The work done by the students is criticised 
by leading local architects. Lectures on historical archi¬ 
tecture arc given once n week throughout the session. 
Special attention Is given to the preparation of students 
for the R.LB.A. Examinations, including preparation of 
the *■ testimonies of study " required for admission to these 
examination#. There are also classes for building con. 
struction, chemistry, and mechanics. The architectural 
demonstrations and lectures are given by Mr. J. Bycroft 
[-4.J. The teaching has been brought into line with the 
ttJ.BA. Examination programme, but special attention 
is given to instruction in architectural design. There ia 
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a room for architecture well supplied with casts, photo¬ 
graphs* md books. 

Municipal Technical Co-llege. Huddersfield.—A special three 
years 1, course for Architects* assistants and pupils has been 
arranged* Special attention is paid to preparation for the 
ILLB.A. Examinations. Part of the course is taken in the 
Engineering Department and part in the School of Art of 
the College. In the School of Art, Mr, Norman Calley [J,] 
lecture on Architectural Design and on the History of 
Architecture with spociul consideration of the principles of 
Construction and Design. There are a number of prizes* 
open for competition, including the Woodhead Exhibition 
(i.10 and free tuition). Further particulars may be obtained 
from Mr. T* Thorp, Secretary of the College. 

Municipal Technical College p Halifax.—Mr. Norimm Gulley 
[.!♦] has been reappointed to take charge of Hie Architectural 
Class at this College. Arrangements are now compkted 
for a four years" course for architectural students, haring 
specially In view preparation for the E.I.ELA. Intermediate 
Examination.

drawn up by the Board of Architectural Education [see 
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jp. ’225]. The course provisos lor a preliminary training 
in Day Classes for two years, together with further training 
at Evening Classes during pupilage. 

The Council of the Leicester and Leicestershire Society 
of Architects recommends all candidates for the profession 
to pass through this two years' preliminary course, and it 
is understood that the members of the Society will give 
preference to such Students as have taken this course, or 
have received an equivalent training. The Council also 
recommends, as on article of apprenticeship, that the 
further training, mainly in Evening Classes, should bo con¬ 
tinued during pupilage, and that facilities should he given 
for pupils to continue this training.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN LIVERPOOL. 

Univerrity of Liverpool: Architectural School {Rottoe 
Pn>fe*tt>r of Arckitertnre ; C- H. fie illy, ILL Cantab. [J.]; 
Lecturer: P, Abercrombie}.—The courses in the School of 
Architecture at the University are designed to meet the needs 
of students preparing for the degrees of the University in 
Architecture, and also of students intending to enter upon 
the Architectural profession without proceeding to a degree. 
The School waft founded with the object of providing for 
architects professional education of a University standard, 
side by side with the students of other professions. The 
students of the School, after finishing their course, hare 
either passed into a shortened period of pupilage in an 
architectural office, or have directly undertaken salaried 
posts. 

The School is one of those recognised by the Board of 
Architectural Education; and Us courses meet all the 
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requirements of the Scheme propunded by the Board. 
The School is terminally inspected by visitors representing 
ilie Board; the present inspectors being Mr. Begin aid 
Blciufield, AJR.A. [/<’.], and Mr. Mervyn Macartney I'/! 1 .]. 
Students mho obtain a degree in the School or a first class 
certificate arc exempted by the Hoyal Institute from its 
I ii termed into Examination. The Itoyul Academy also 
exempts such students from probationary work "before 
entering their School of Architecture.

Bury Municipal Technical School. —Instruction is given at 
moderate fees iu freehand and model drawing, shading from 
the cast, perspective, principles of decorative art and 
design, historic ornament, architecture, modelling in day, 
drawing from the antique, wood-carving and painting from 
life, still life, and flowers. There are also chesses in prac¬ 
tical plane and solid geometry, building construction and 
drawing, carpentry, joinery, and woodwork, builders’ riuan- 
lilies, plumbing. (Mr. Hubert Wilkinson. H.A., Principal ) 

Blackburn Municipal Technical School.—Tn addition to 
a full curriculum of drawing subjects, this School offers 
instruction in advanced perspective, principles of ornament, 
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historic ornament, principles of architecture, architectural 
design, and the history of architecture. Courses of in 
sanction are given in elementary and advanced building 
construction, and students are prepared for the Board 
of Education Honours examination in the same subject; 
also in sanitation, graphic statics, builders’ measurements, 
brickwork and masonry; carpentry and joinery; practical 
electricity, the best methods of lighting buildings. 

Accringtca Municipal Technical School.—At tills School 
there are classes and lectures in theoretical mechanics, 
applied mechanics, historic ornament and principles of 
ornament, building construction, geometry and mathe¬ 
matics, and art classes (including designing and archi¬ 
tectural draughtsmanship), all under the control of the 
Board of Education.

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monies of Study," required from Probationers, Students* 
and others, preparing for the Intermediate and Final Ex¬ 
aminations of the Royal Institute of British Architects; 
also for other sketches and essays, Ac., and a TravaHinR 
btndentship of the value of £10 u year. There is a 
Students .Sketching Club and Class in connection with 
the Association, and a library. The session commences 
in govern bar; and meetings, at which Papers are read and 
professional questions discussed, are held in each month up 
to and including March of the following year.

Sheffield Technical School of Art, Arundel Street. _ The 

syllabus includes all art classes, both elementary and 
Advanced, Students can qualify to become teachers 
pictorial or decorative artists, sculptors, illustrators, Ac! 
Art and technical classes are also held for the systematic 
training of pupils in various trades and crafts, silver- 
smithing in all its branches, enamelling on metals, 
embroidery, painting and decorating, wood carving! 
wrought-iron, metal-castjng, Ac. The school possesses'a 
library containing many valuable works on art, together 
with a fine collection of architectural casts, electrotypes, 
and a Joan collection from the Victoria and Albert Museum’

Department of Applied Science, University of Sheffield,_At 

the University of Sheffield lectures are given on sur¬ 
veying, supplemented by field practice and the use of 
instruments.

rilUE Royal Institute of British Architects desires to obtain 
I f or a"u those entering the profession a systematic course 
of education tested by progressive examination s, the passing 
of which forms the 'primary qualification for admission to 
its class of Associates. By careful preparation on the proper 
lines, a youth, even before entering an office, may acquire 
enough of the rudiments of professional education to submit 
to an examination testing his capacity for the career of an 
architect; and if he pass it, he may then follow a con- 
tinuous series of studies, in accordance with a definite 
programme, thereby laying a foundation of artistic and 
scientific knowledge upon which to cultivate any natural 
gifts and develop any aptitude for invention or design he 
may possess. 

The Examinations are in three stages: I. Preliminary [see 
p. 841] ; II. Intermediate [see p, 84-1] ; and III. Final [p. 
848], qualifying for the grade of Probationer, Student, and 
Associate respectively. They have been so arranged as to 
induce the gradual development of artistic and scientific 
powers—to secure a systematic training in the art and 
science of Architecture from the entry into an office until 
the commencement of actual practice. They afford guidance 
In professional studies, and opportunities for testing at well’ 
marked intervals the progress made. A minimum standard 
of knowledge may be thus attained by all who enter the 
profession, serving as a basis for further studies essential 
to the fuller development of architectural ability. 

I. The Preliminary Examination [Written and Graphic) 
is to tout the general knowledge of candidates in ordinary 
subjects of school education, and subjects of a technical 
character, such as Elementary Mechanics and Physics, 
Geometrical Drawing, Perspective, and Freehand Drawing 
from the Bound. Exemption from attending this Examina¬ 
tion is granted to applicants who submit satia factory draw¬ 
ings, and certificates from well-known educational bodies. 
A youth who is thus officially exempted or who passes the 
Preliminary Examination is registered as a Probationer of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects.

The Examinations 




II. The Intermediate Examination (Written, Graphic, and 
Oral) is to test the Probationer's progress in Architecture, 
while engaged as pupil, improver, or assistant in an office. 
During the period following his registration as a Proba¬ 
tioner he has to prepare nine sheets of carefully finished 
drawings, with an illustrated memoir. If these “ Testi¬ 
monies of Study " Ins approved, and if he afterward pass 
the Intermediate Examination, he is registered as a 
Student of the Koval Institute of British Architects, and 
hia name and address are published in the Begister of 
Students in the Kalekdar, 

III. The Final Examination (Written, Graphic, and Oral) 
is to test the Student’s further progress. The work to be 
done by tire Student, and submitted by him before entering, 
necessitates good draughtsmanship and on acquaintance 
with ancient edifices, or other well-known executed works, 
to be gained by actual measurement of them. It requires 
a knowledge of Design and of the practical details of Con¬ 
struction, which latter cun be best obtained by personal 
experience of buildings in progress. The " Testimonies of 
Study,” with the concurrent work of preparation for this 
Examination, should occupy the Student not less than 
three years; and no one can be admitted to it under 
the age of twenty-one years, although in meet cases it will 
probably be found desirable that he should have attained 
the age of at least twenty-two before presenting himself. 
If the Student pass, he becomes qualified for candidature 
os Aaiociate of the Boyal Institute of British Architects, 
and receives notification thereof. In the event of any 
Student failing to pass the Pinal Examination within four 
years of having passed the Intermediate, his name will be 
removed from the Eeglster of Students, unless the Council 
are satisfied that good cause exists for allowing it to remain. 

The Examinations arc held by the Board of Examiners 
(Architecture) in June and November, or at such other times 
as maybe appointed by the Council, and due notice thereof 
is given in the Kat.es dab, the Journal, and the Professional 
Paper®. 

The Testimonies of Study are examined by the Board, 
who decide whether an applicant shall be admitted. 

The subjects for examination are distributed among 
individual members of the Board, who set the questions, 
examine the drawings and papers, and assign the marks in 
each subject. 

The Oral Examinations are conducted by the Board, three 
momliCrs of w hich, being Examiners, form a quorum 
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Moderator to super intend the Examinations are ap¬ 
pointed by the Board from those Associates who have 
been admitted after examination under By-law % or 
who have passed the old Voluntary Examination in iho 
Chv&s of Proficiency, Their functions are to distribute 
the question papers \ to take care that no assistance is 
given fav one examinee to another, and that {except them¬ 
selves) no persons hold communication with the examinees 
during the hours of examination ; to allow no Looks to be 
used [except such as may be specially permitted); to verify 
the work produced in the room by each examinee ; to see that 
the proper number is affixed thereto, ansi generally to see 
that the instructions of the Board are fulfilled. 

The Board report to the Council the results of the 
Examinations i and the names of those who pass are pub¬ 
lished in the Joobsai^ 

The Testimonies of Study are returned, but no draw¬

ADVICE TO CANDIDATES. 

I. The Preliminary, qualifying for PROBATIONER,— 
The subjects comprised hi this Examination are those in 
which proficiency should he attained by the applicant before 
entering an architect's office, and it is desirable that special 
attention be given to them before he leaves school. 

Clear and well-formed handwriting, correct spelling, 
grammar, and punctuation are indispensable. 

Powers of observation and of graphic description, facility 
of composition and lucidity in the expression of ideas, should 
be sedulously cultivated, as being of the utmost value in the 
prosecution’of further studies and in the work of later 
years. 

Arithmetic, algebra, and plane geometry should be 
familiar to the applicant, and a knowledge of their appli¬ 
cation in the solution of simple problems in elementary 
mechanics and physics should be acquired. 

The geography of Europe and the history of England 
from the Korrnan Conquest to the end of the Tudor dynasty 
should be well studied, regard being had to the connection 
between the history of the country and its Architecture, 

A good knowledge of Latin or of one modem language 
is essential and of two modem languages very desirable. 
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A clear understanding of the Continental metrical system 
’Bill also bo useful. 

Geometrical drawing and the elements of perspective are 
indispensable subjects of study, and should receive parti¬ 
cular attention ; while freehand drawing with rapidity and 
precision from the cast and the antique, and sketching 
with accuracy, should he carefully cultivated. Reasonable 
proficiency in these subjects is of the first importance. 

II. The Intermediate, qualifying for STUDENT. _The 

first aim of the Probationer should be to acquire facility and 
accuracy in the geometrical and perspective drawing of 
architectural subjects, commencing with the Orders and the 
several periods of Mediaeval Architecture, drawn out to a 
large scale and from figured dimensions. 

This course should be followed by careful study of the 
ornament appropriate to each 6tyle r the enrichment* of 
the mouldings being drawn Ml aize, and sketched and 
measured, as far as possible, from actual work. A general 
knowledge of mouldings and details having been thus 
acquired, their practical application should be matured by 
making fully figured drawing of them, with details foil size. 

The course of study necessitates the continuous use of a 
note-book (large quarto), in which important passages of 
the books under study should be written down in th«T Pro¬ 
bationer' « own words, and freely illustrated by careful 
sketches from all available sources (notes on one page, 
sketches on the opposite page); and the subjects, being 
systematically arranged, might be further illustrated by 
notes and sketches from other books and authorities. A 

sketch note-hook—to be freely and continually used _ should 

be the inseparable companion of the Probationer. 

The drawing of set subjects from memory Lh a most 
useful exercise, impressing on the mind the general pro¬ 
portions and harmony of the several parts of the details. 
The art of accurately sketching plans, elevations, sections* 
features and details, from memory, should therefore be 
sedulously cultivated. Such a system of study proves of 
the greatest service, not only at the time of examination, 
but afterwards in actual practice. 

The Htudy of the scientific subjects in the programme 
should bo followed out in a similar manner, knowledge of 
details of construction l>cing acquired, as far as possible, by 
actual measurement of work. Formulas for calculating 
the strength of teams, columns, &c. ( should be worked 
out, and the results compared with actual experience. The 

«a 
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careful study of plane geometry as applied to actual 
work, and the acquisition of a thorough knowledge of the 
projection of solids and development of surfaces,are essential. 

The admission of the Probationer to the Intermediate 
Examination will depend on the satisfactory execution of 
the Testimonies of Study, which are not to be considered 
merely os samples of drawing, although good drawing is 
required, but should ho evidence of ttwly of tho subject 
represented. In all cases where it U possible to obtain the 
information, the jointing of both wood and stonework must 
be shown. Any additional information as to materials used 
and methods of construction should be given, and attention 
be called by notes or sketches (or both) to any pecu¬ 
liarities, and the reason for them explained. Different 
kinds of materials may be indicated by colour. Wherever 
possible, the subjects illustrated must bo from old examples, 
and should be measured from the actual building; when 
the example is copied from any published drawings, the 
authorities from which the information is obtained should 
he stated, and it ia desirable to add the date of erection 
of the work. An inside as well as an outside elevation of 
a door or window should be shown; and when, in con¬ 
sequence of the size of the subject chosen, space will 
not admit of this, half the elevation may be outside and 
half inside, or, if the subject be very elaborate, lialf of 
each may be in block. It is recommended that the Orders 
should be from an actual building, in which case a column 
of not less than about 18 feet in height may be shown. Some 
mouldings fall size should be given, and they may form 
a separate sheet or sheets, and, if necessary, may be on a 
double-elephant sheet, folded. All drawings of ornament 
should have a section showing the projection, and, if not 
full size, should be figured or have a scale. Where pos¬ 
sible, information is to be given as to its source, position in 
the building, and material m which it is executed, and 
notes ae to how these have influenced its design or execution. 
To show that the design has been studied, a small scale 
sketch {perspective or elevation), with plan and, if neces¬ 
sary, sections, which may l>e in skeleton only, may be 
added, so that the relation of the part shown to the whole 
design may be seen. The written memoir must be prepared 
with earn and neatness, and the illustrative sketches be 
well and accurately drawn. 

III. Tht b’ituil, qualifying for candidature a* .1 ssociate .— 
The principles of study recommended for the Intermediate 
apply equally to the Final Examination. 
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Beading to be of permanen t value should be supplemen ted 
by the taking of copious notes, fully illustrated by careful 
sketches, and by the collection of information under various 
heads from different authorities. Combined with the study 
of the best accessible examples of old work, the habit of 
accurately sketching Architecture in plan, elevation, detail, 
ornament, and construction, especially from memory, should 
he assiduously cultivated, eye, brain and hand being brought 
into common harmonious action. 

"When a knowledge of detail has been thoroughly aequired, 
the Student should take up the study of the general prin¬ 
ciples of design in both plan and elevation, and of the 
combination of parts to produce an effective and well- 
proportioned composition. 

The Student should also master the principles and practice 
of the preparation of contract and working drawings and 
specifications, aud of the control of actual work♦ he will 
thus qualify himself to deal with the ordinary and many of 
the difficult problems which arise in the designing and 
carrying out of modem buildings. He should miss no 
opportunity of visiting buildings in course of erection. 

As in the Intermediate, the admission of the Student to 
the Final Examination will depend on the sufficiency and 
excellence of his Testimonies of Study; poor composition, 
careless or imperfect execution, lead to disqualification * 

The Student is urged to take every opportunity to consult 
standard works in the Library, 

The Student haring passed "the " Final ” will have shown 
himself to be possessed of a solid groundwork of knowledge, 
on which he may proceed with those more advanced studies 
in Design and Construction, proficiency In which will qualify 
him to engage in successful practice as un architect.

Such pro¬ 
bationary work must consist of the working drawings of 
a building, executed or otherwise, of the applicant’s own 
design, with a perspective view, and a drawing of some 
ornament from the round. All practitioners of architecture 
who have been in the active exercise of their profession for 
twelve years are exempted from sending in probationary 
work, Probationary work must be forwarded to London at 
the expense of the applicant, but will be returned at the 
expense of tbe Institute. 

A fee of Six Guineas for the Special Examination must 
be paid by each applicant on sending in his formal applb 
cation. Should the application be refused, this fee wiU bo 
returned. If the application be approved, the candidate 
w ill receive intimation from the Secretary as to the pkee 
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be will be required to attend for the Examination. 
Successful candidates are qualified, subject to Section 3 of 
the Charter, for candidature an Associate. The names of 
those who pass are returned alphabetically, and they are 
at once informed thereof, with a view to their presenting 
themselves for election as Associates—the entrance fee to 
which class is Three Guineas and the animal subscription 
Two Guineas. Should an applicant not be passed by the 
Board, he will be informed of the fact ; the names of unsuc¬ 
cessful candidates are not published. Candidates unsuccess¬ 
ful at their first sitting may present themselves once more 
for examination without further fee. Should they then 
fail topass,a fresh fee will be required for each subsequent 
attempt. 

R.IB.A, Colonial Examinations, 1908: Canada, Australia, 
and South Africa. -Preliminary and Intermediate. — Tile 
Institute of Architects of New South Wales (who conduct 
the Examinations in Sydney) and the Victorian Institute 
of Architects are empowered by the Council of the R.I.B.A, 
to grant at their discretion exemption from the Preliminary 
Examination to candidates who desire to enter for the 
Intermediate.

CONSERVATION OF ANCIENT MONUMENTS. * 
OENBBAXp ATS VICK TO PEOHOTEBS OF nESTOBJlTIONS. 

[Pint issued in 1865; rwiml ami enlarged in 1888,] 

1. Before any alteration is decided on* a competent 
architect should ho consulted and he requested to make 
careful drawings of the building, with accurate measurements. 
Photographs should then be taken of all objects of interest, 
especially such as are so dilapidated and decayed that It 
becomes absolutely necessary to renew them either wholly or 
in part. In the case of Churches* these photographa and 
copies of the drawings should be deposited In the Vestry* 
Parish Eegisiry* or any public office in the Diocese suitable 
for the purpose, and the date of their consignment noted. 

Any clearance of wall linings, pavements* flooring, galleries, 
high pews, modem wall partitions* or other encumbrances 
(provided that they be clearly modern), necessary before 
detailed arrangements are made for the restoration p should 
only be carried out under the direction of the architect* and 
after his inspection of the church; and such clearance 
should not include works of artistic or other interest which 
it is often most Important to preserve. No memorial slabs, 
tiles* steps, or other pavements* should he removed without 
his special permission* 

"2 + Careful enquiry should be made for any portions of 
church furniture—stained glass, sculpture, brasses—or other 
old work which may at any time have been removed from 
the building, with a view to their restoration to their proper 
place. 

3. Buildings of the same style and character in the neigh¬ 
bourhood should l>e examined when any doubts arise as to 
the original design in any part* 

4. Diligent search should be made for mdientioriLS of 
ancient doorways* window openings, remioses, aumbries* 
pbcinw* sedilia, Easter sepulchres, altar stones, stoups, rood 
staircases* hagioscopes, low side-windows, recessed tombs, 

' To bo Dimmed eu the office of she Tmtiint*, price Sixpence a copy. 
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brasses, incised stones, encaustic tiles, or any other features 
of ancient character. Should any part be altogether de¬ 
stroyed, careful search should be made for any traces of old 
foundations or any detached pieces of masonry, &c., built 
in with the modem walls, so as to obtain a key to the original 
design .of parts which have been defaced* or destroyed. 
When any such stones are discovered the architect should 
be at once informed, m order that he may personally visit 
and examine the work, 

5. All plastered surfaces should be carefully examined 
with a view to discover any remains of painting upon them, 
and all painted or whitewashed stone or wood work cau¬ 
tiously cleaned, so that no injury may be done to any paint¬ 
ing, diapering, powdering, or other coloured design,'if such 
exist. Where it is proposed to renew the roofs, all cleaning 
of the walls should be deferred until after they are protected 
from the weather by the erection of new roofs. Plastered 
surfaces of ancient date are often found, and should be 
preserved if possible. 

(i. Ancient painted glass, with the original leading and 
iron framework, should be carefully preserved, and never 
allowed to be taken out of the building, save for the purpose 
of re-leading when absolutely necessary, and this onlv bv 
competent workmen. It is not generally desirable to re¬ 
move ancient stained glass, even when small fragments onlv 
remain, from the place it occupies, without first of all learn¬ 
ing with certainty that it is not in its original position. If 
new stained glass be inserted in old windows, core should ha 
taken that the glass be fitted to the old tracery, and that 
the latter be not replaced by new, as is too often the case. 
Old clear glass may, for the sake of ita superiority of tint, 
often be re-used w ith advantage. 

The external halves of mullions, silk , tracery, anti jambs 
should, where practicable, have such parts as* are decayed, 
restored by do welling new stone on to the old internal halves, 
which may be frequently done without taking down the un¬ 
injured part of the window'. 

The ancient ironwork of windows should not be taken 
out, even when the outer half of the stonework is removed, 
and it should bv retained when new stained glass is put in ; 
the glass, if needful, being designed with regard to it. So 
much mischief has been done by the destruction of old iron¬ 
work throughout the country that this requirement should 
be most rigidly enforced, 

7- Any remains of churchyard walla, with their buttresses, 
copings, or piers, churchyard or other crosses, lichgates, 
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external monuments, head-stones, stone coffins, &C-, should 
be preserved. 

Marks of foundation 0 , trenches, moats, &c. # should be 
examined and noted. . _ 

8, Where it appears certain upon investigation that the 
earth has accumulated above the ancient level it should be 
removed; but even this should not be done without profes¬ 
sional supervision, as it is often attended with risk. Great 
care must be exercised where several ancient levels exist, in 
determining which shall be retained, and when the doors 
am set 011 a slant, as is often the ease, the original lines 
should, as far as possible, be carefully main tamed. 

9, In the restoration of stonework, no scraping or toolin g 
of the surface of the stone should take place under any cir¬ 
cumstances. As a general rule, no new stonework should 
be inserted, unless under very strong evidence that it is a 
renewal of the ancient design and necessary to be done. If 
any part of the masonry be damaged or decayed, it should 
not necessarily 011 that account be wholly rebuilt or renewed, 
but those parts only which are thoroughly defective should 
be cutout and carefully renewed with stone of similar cha¬ 
racter, and always the best of its kind. 

So wholesale'pulling down should be done unless un¬ 
avoidable. , , , ,ii 

In many elites walls ■which are in tbetniGhes sound, but 
out of plumb, mav be restored to the perpendicular without 
difficulty by use of screwjacke, and without disturbance of 
the external fame. 

10. If it be found absolutely necessary to construct a new 
roof, owing to the existing roof being extremely decayed or 
modem., one of the two following courses should be adopted: 
either the old roof where it exists should be carefully repro¬ 
duced; or the new roof should be made of the same pitch 
as the original roof, which may generally be discovered by 
the dripstone against the tower or other walls. Ys here the 
dripstones of two or three periods exist against these wall-, 
the question of the pitch of the roof will be one of some 
difficulty; but, as a rule, it may be said that where there is 
a clerestory it will tie well to keep to the pitch of the rwf 
erected at the time it was built, and where there is none, 
then to the pitch of the earliest roof. Where lead is taken 
off it ought in all cases to by replaced. 1- lat roofs are by 
no means always? to Iks condemned^ 

The question of the pitch of a new roof depends on so 
many circumstances that it must l e left to the judgment 
of the architect, but the shape of the old roof should not 
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Si# lightly altered. In some peculiar cases where there are 
objections to the external appearance of the Hat pitch of an 
old roof T the flat roof may be retained internally, and the 
high pitch roof erected over it. Flat roofs are quite as 
worthy of preservation as any others. 

In districts where stone slates are used for the old 
churches it is most desirable that they should be retained 
in preference to plain tiles or other covering. 

Frequently the ends alone of beams and rafters are decayed 
through leakages of gutters. An old roof should not "for 
this reason be discarded, but new ends should he scarfed on* 

11. Ancient building* will generally be found to have been 
altered at various periods; when this Is the case the whole 
of the old work should be preserved and exposed to view, so 
ns to show' the history of the fabric, with its successive 
alterations, as distinctly as possible. This may often be 
accomplished by showing all the stone and rubble work 
internally, and leaving it unplostered. It should, however, be 
understood that this ifi for the purpose of showing construc¬ 
tional features of Interest, and is not intended as n recom¬ 
mendation that old plaster should be stripped off, or that 
rough stone rubble work should be exposed to sight where 
originally plastered* 

15. In no case should anything be done to monumental 
effigies, brasses, sc nipt ore of figures and foliage, or other 
ornamental work, beyond carefully cleaning, or resetting, 
them If necessary, and taking care that they diall lie pro- 
tee ted from further injury and restored, where requisite, to 
their original place, In all church restorations one main 
object should be to get rid of modern additions put up 
without regard to architectural propriety; but on this ac¬ 
count the church restorer should not set up an ideal model, 
but regard the productions of every age with as much respect 
us is compatible with the restoration and use of the building. 
Still, if monuments deface good old work, they should be 
reused in gome spot where they can mutilate nothing* 

Foots, piscinae. &e., may he carefully repaired, if neces¬ 
sary, to fir them for use, but all features not involved In 
the* stability of the building should be left as far as possible 
untouched. Fonts, for instance* should on no account 
be scraped, or re-tooled : as has been too ofte n the cose* Feu- 
Lures not In use, such as stoops, aumbries, Ac** should be 
left untouched. 

13. Medieval chancel screens should on no account be 
mo ved from their old places* but l» carefully restored * They 
seldom present any obstruction to eight or sound. Ancient 
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seats in the body of a church should, whore practicable, he 
retained in their old arrangement. Jacobean and later 
wood-work is often quite as valuable artistically, and in¬ 
teresting historically, as medieval work. 

14. Where curiosities, fragments of sculpture or wrought 
stone or wood-work, of tiles or glass too small for re-use, are 
discovered in the course of the work, it Is desirable that they 
should all be carefully kept in some case or chest in the 
churchy arranged and labelled with a short description of 
their history. Thi s ease should be under lock and key. 
Care should lie taken that the architect's Specification 
gives the contractor no claim upon any such things as old 
materials, 

15. In the above suggestions it has been assumed that 
tlie promoters of the work have a proper appreciation of 
what is due to an ancient building, and are anxious to carry 
out its restoration In the most conservative manner pos¬ 
sible ; such, however, is unfortunately not always the case. 
The promoters of restorations, whether clergymen or laymen, 
are sometimes more bent upon carrying out new works 
than preserving old; it cannot be therefore too strongly 
Insisted upon, that in dealing with an ancient church or 
other building, the object should be not simply to put it in 
good repair, but to preserve it as an authentic specimen of 
the ancient arts of our country. Every old building has 
historical value, and it should be remembered that this is 
gone when its authenticity is destroyed. 

The duty, therefore, of nil those having charge of ancient 
buildings should be not so much the renewal of what re¬ 
mains as its preservation ; and this should embrace every 
portion of original work which it is in any wav possible to 
save, for it must be remembered that new work is of no 
value or interest except so far as ii serves to preserve the 
ancient design, and that no interest will ever be attached to 
n unless original parts remain to attest its authenticity, 

i here is ample scope for original design in additions wliich 
are necessarily made to the sisie of old buildings, and in these 
it is usually best to allow the architect to be independent. 
Hi?- work will then have its due historical value; whereas, 
ir he only make a very good copy of the old work to which 
he is adding, great confusion will be felt hereafter as to 
which part of the work is old and which modem. 

Id. A vigilant guard should be kept against the indul¬ 
gence of individual fancies for or against particular features 
or styles; and especially against the theory sometimes held 
taut a restored church must be purged of all features suk

sequent to some favourite period. All such ideal notions 
are in the highest degree dangerous, and have rendered 
many a restored church actually worthless as an historical 
monument. 

17. In vain are all the efforts of Central or Diocesan 
Architectural or Archeological bodies, with their several 
visits to buildings of historic interest, if those having charge 
of precious remains do not cordially embrace such advice 
as is here bid down for their conservation, emljodving prin¬ 
ciples impossible to controvert, and the neglect of which 
has been the cause of many districts being robbed of their 
an tiquities i hrough rash and unskilful operations. Influen¬ 
tial landed proprietors, the clergy, churchwardens, and 
Others, are earnestly reminded of the responsibility which 
rests upon them to resist all needless destruction of ancient 
work, and to seek competent professional aid in cases of 
interference with an ancient building. Questions of con¬ 
siderable embarrassment constantly arise in connection with 
edifices of mixed dates, involving constructional and chro¬ 
nological difficulties, points requiring the judgment of the 
most experienced architect and antiquary. Moreover, the 
successful preservation of old work must largely depend 
upon the builder. Care, therefore, should be taken to select 
a man wlio will take an interest in the work, and who can 
1 * trusted to carry out faithfully the instructions of the 
architect. To prevent the mischief that may otherwise be 
done in the absence of the architect, it is always desirable, 
and generally essential, that there should be a resident clerk 
of the works, familiar with church restoration, appointed 
by the architect. 

18. Vigilance is required to stop injuries to ancient build- 
mgs; the utmost watchfulness should be shown by those 
residing at or near the spot where even well-considered works 
are in operation, to see that they are really executed in a 
conservative manner. However* frequently the architect 
may visit the works under his superintendence, he 

at all times prevent his orders being disobeyed, and a daily 
and almost hourly inspection is often necessary'. Intelligent 
interposition will always lie welcome to a zealous architect, 
and, by gaining time, will often prevent irreparable mischief. 
Lovers of antiquities, ecclesiologists, and antiquaries, in the 
locality, will always do good service by carefully watching 
works in progress'in old buildings. 

19. The foregoing suggestions and remarks have been 
drawn up with special reference to the Restoration of 
Churches: the same spirit ought to actuate those who have 
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the care or ownership of ancient civil or military buildings, 
because from their comparative rarity they are even more 
valuable as historical monuments than the churches. 


HINTS TO WORKMEN ENGAGED ON THE REPAIRS 
AND RESTORATION OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS* 

[FirW hutted in 1865; rented anti enlarged in 1868.] 

Excavator,—In making excavations in or about an ancient 
building, be careful to preserve every fragment of wrought 
stone, tiles, or other ancient objects, which you may meet with, 

If you find old foundations, bases of pillars, ancient tombs, 
stone coffins, pavements, or other work, which appear to be in 
their original place, do not remove, but carefully expose them 
to view, in order that proper notea may be taken of them j 
and that, if possible, the work may be left permanently in 
its place. 

lu making drains or excavations around old buildings, do 
not cut off any of the projecting footings, however rough, and 
be careful how you expose them, unless they are examined 
and u nderpinned by the mason. Do not permanently expose 
to view, or to the air, work which clearly was not intended 
to be so exposed. See that your drains are so managed as to 
draw the water from the foundations and not ioirardt them. 

Kason.—if directed to clean off whitewash, or paint, from 
internal or other stonework, recollect that the object of so 
doing is to briny to view the original surface, not to destroy it. 
\ ou must, therefore, avoid the use of the tad, and study what 
is the best way of removing the whitewash without in any 
degree disturbing, much less removing, the ancient surface. 
Remember that the mode of tooling or working the ancient 
stone is a subject of interest and curiosity, and that the old 
tool-marks must therefore not be disturbed: more especially 
does this caution apply to early Romanesque work, where the 
very^ coarseness of the stone, and rudeness of execution, 
are important evidences of date. If indications of ancient 
colouring be found on the surface of the stone, they should 
be carefully preserved. 

The mode of removing whitewash depends much on the 
nature of the material. "With some materials nothing is so 
good as the Manchester card, but in each case experiments 
should be tried to ascertain the best mode. It is better to 
leate the tr bite tenth wholly or pti r dally on the stone, than to use 


T Ts be obtained at the effice of the ImQtntt, price Sixpence 
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any hnd which irtmhl disturb the surface of the stunt itself; 
for it w far belter to have the old surface with the white¬ 
wash than not at all* 

When the removal of plaster shows the marks of ancient 
string-courses, weatherings, windows, 4c., do not conceal 
the$e again, nor yet tool them off ; indeed, as a general rule* 
no tool should he used upon the surface of andetit stonework* 
In removing broken or decayed work, do not take oat 
any bat such as is so far gone as to have lost all its original 
form? better have broken or half-decayed original work 
than the smartest and most perfect new work* 

Especially avoid using a brush with colours to harmonise 
the new and old work; the old work should be left in all 
it* characteristic tone, and m attempt should be modo to 
harmonise the hue in tint. 

Never remove or clean the old mossed surfaces 
In obtaining the true sections of mouMhig^iSfC,, for new' 
" portions, the most scrupulous accuracy is necessary, as the 
more delicate features are often to be traced only in a few 
of the more protected parts. 

In taking down portions of walls* be most careful of any 
old mouldings, or other wrought stone, found embedded in 
them, and note where they were found, m Urn fragments have 
usually been stowed away near to their original site. If any 
windows or other features are found winch have been before 
concealed, do not disturb them till seen by the architect. 
Encaus tic tiles, or other ancient paving, should be preserved 
where found, when possible, and the patterns should guide 
the design of new paving* Ancient monumental remains 
arc never to give way to new encaustic tile flaring, but are 
in every case to retain their old position. 

Carver,—The same principles as are hud down for the 
mason apply to the carver* but in a higher degree, inasmuch 
as ancient carving is still more valuable than ancient masonry. 
When engaged on an old building, bring your own talent and 
fancy wholly into subjection to the work in which you are 
engaged*and only aeek to preserve and perpetuate the ancient 
design. Never attempt to dress up or restore old earring, 
Plasterer.—If directed generally to remove the plastering, 
first examine it carefully by removing the whitewash here 
and there, and if it be found to contain oil painting, 4e* t do 
not disturb it without calling the attention of the architect* 
ck-rk of the works, or other per^ns capable of judging of it. 

If it be absolutely necessary to take down the wall so 
coveted with old paintings, k might be preset ved in the fol¬ 
lowing manner s—the backing of the wall might be carefully 
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taken away* leaving only a thin piece behind the painting; 
this might then he backed up with cement and pieces of 
large eke enclosed in wooden frames. The painting might 
then be removed and deposited in a museum. 

As a general rule, ancient plastering should not be re- 
moved, but only repaired where necessary* Let new plas¬ 
tering on old walls he thin, and carefully thinned off to meet 
the stone dressings, as h ancient work. All plasterings 
should he of a kind suited to receive decorative painting. 

Carpenter. Do not ho too ready to condemn an ancient 
roof, or other piece of timber work. Bern ember that it has 
a value quite independent of the cost of renewing it* An 
ancient roof, carefully preserved by splicing and other means, 
is infinitely more valuable than a copy of the same in new 
timber. Very serious defects may bo repaired, if you view 
the roof as a thing of value, and apply yonr mind to ascer¬ 
tain the best way of securing and prettming it. If you do 
not do this T very trifling defects may be made the excuses 
for destroying the finest ancient roof. Do not as a general 
rule take an old roofojf to repair it, but rather repair it in 
its place, btfy fof lay - und Only in the Spring or Summer 
months By a good system of tarpaulins, or other means, 
keep the roof dry during the operation: exposure to wet is 
fatal to old timlier. 

Do not disturb ancient surfaces of timber; nor coat old 
timber with oil or varnish. Generally (us directed to the 
mason) remember that your great object is praierrMtm 
rather than renewal. Preserve with the utmost cure all 
remains of coloured decoration on old woodwork. 

Joiner.—The same general rules as are kid down for the 
carpenter apply to the joiner. 

Preserve undent seating in it* proper place if possible, 
and where practicable avoid removing it for repairs, except 
by speck] direction. Every remnant of old woodwork, of 
whatever description, should be carefully preserved, and, 
where possible* in its place - or, if It has already been 
removed, it should be brought back to its place if possible. 

Glazier.—Be mmt careful m preserving ancient stained 
glass. Never remove it from the windows in which it is 
found (unless under special direction of the architect), but 
preserve it carefully in it* plate, however rough and im¬ 
perfect, or however small the fragments. 

Palm ter.— Preserve all remnants of ancient painting, bat do 
not attempt their restoration unless under special direction. 

Smith—Preserve all remnants of metal-work in their 
places if possible; and never remove old saddle-bare or 
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stanchions from windows except under direct instructions 
from the architect. 

To Contractors and Workmen In General—Sever forget 
that the reparation of an ancient church, or other remnant 
of ancient architecture, however humble, is a work to be 
entered upon with totally different feelings from a new work, 
or from the repairs of a modern budding. 

The object b not simply to put the work in good repair, 
but to preserve and perpt inat^ an authentic specimen of the 
ancient Arts of our country. Every ancient building has 
historical value, and though you may fed that its state of 
repair would at first eight suggest its renewal, or that you 
could execute the work better anew, never forget that all its 
value is gone when its authenticity b destroy eel ; and that 
your duty is not its renewal hut its pnitrcation. 

Be careful, therefore, never lightly to condemn an ancient 
object as being too far gone to be preserved ; as every eueb 
work destroyed is a national loss* 


THE RI.B.A* STANDARD SIZE OF BRICKS 

The following standard, agreed upon between the Institute 
and the Brick Makars' A seociaticiip and drafted in consultation 
with these Bodies and representatives of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, came into force on the 1st May 1004. 

The Council recommend that members should insert this 

standard in the specifications under the tills of The RXB + A- 
Stand&rd Size of Bricks/* 

1. The length of the brick she aid be doable the width, plus 
the thickness of one vortical joint. 

5L Brickwork should measure four courses of bricks and four 
joints to a foot. 

Joints should be f inch thick and an extra making jV for 
the bed joints to cover irregularities in the bricks. This gives 
a standard length of §£ inches centre to centra of |om(s. 

The bricks, laid dry, to be measured in the following manner ;■— 

A* Eight stretchers laid square end and splay end in con¬ 
tact in a straight line to measure 72 inches. 

B. Eight headers laid dde to side* frog upwards, in a 
straight lino to measure So '^ahes. 

C* Eight bricks, the first brick frog downwards and then 
alternately frog to /mg and back to tack, to measure 
21| inches, 

A margin of one inch lea? will be allowed m to A* and a half¬ 
inch less as to B and C + 

This is to auply to alt classes of walling bricks, both machine- 
and hand-made.
